Custom cuts 

From eyewear all the way down to the 
soles of your tennis shoes, pretty well 
every item these days can be custom- 
made. Add to the list compact discs 
which have been spitting out of the Cram- 
er Brothers Productions studios like 
clockworkas of late. And engineer Den- 
nis Sheehan, who operates the individual 
disc cutter, has found that many of his 
customers aren’t musicians. 

“We're doing things for theatre com- 
panies and putting their sound effects on 
and things like that,” he said. “With 
cassettes, there’s no guarantee that 
they're going to run at the right speed.” 

Cutting a customized CD is similar to 
dubbing a cassette, except that the blank 
optical disc needed to store the informa- 
tion costs at least $35. Unlike 
mass-produced CDs, the cutter can only 
press one CD ata time. 

Music lovers have also taken advan- 
tage of the service to preserve prized 
collections. “People like Djs are ap- 
proaching us about putting old vinyl stuff 
on CD,” said Sheehan. “ A guy had a 
bunch of 78 records he just wanted to 
archive.”

The Gender Men 


Dhyana Roche investigates the men's movement and 
finds more going on than drum-beating in the woods. 


ot that long ago guys were 

getting naked in the woods and 
pounding on drums in an effort to 
get in touch with their male selves. 
But now they just want to talk, and 
helping them are two unlikely gurus, 
both of them women. 

Psychologists Danielle Nahonand 
Nedra Lander might be members of 
“the weaker sex” but they want to 
help “the stronger sex” deal with 
an epidemic of confusion and hurt. 

“It's hard for men to stand up 
and talk about their rights. Men 
don’t often feel they have a voice,” 
says Nahon, 


They say today’s men wonderwhy, 
ifthey are the dominant gender, they 
usually die sooner than women and 
why women are still often automati- 
cally awarded custody of the couple's 
children after a divorce. 

Divorced men are especially frus- 
trated, angry and depressed at the 
daunting prospect of maintaining a 
relationship with their children and 
are often afraid to ask for help or 
support, says Nahon. 

She calls it the “sturdy-oak phe- 
nomenon,” where being masculine 
means being tough and feeling no 











game,” says Sam Keen, American 
author of Fire in the Belly: On 
Being a Man. 

“We are all islands in a whole sea 
of community,” says Keen, who is 
also the unofficial guru of the men’s 
movement. 

Edmonton psychologist Dustin 
Shannon-Brady calls the necessary 
process “containing the pain.” 

“First, men must take responsibil- 
ity for their own behaviour and stop 
the cycle of self-destruction.” Then 
they can change their behaviour to 
healthier patterns, he believes, 

through the 
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monton earlier this month to speak 
at the 1994 Conference on Men’s 
Health Issues, say men aren't en- 
couraged to speak out about their 
pain, especially to women. 

“Men are always going to be the 
bad guys,” explains Lander. 

But today’s men are genuine- 
ly lost and uncertain. “I don’t 
think the drum-beating will 
help,” adds Nahon. 

She and Lander believe women 
have just as much responsibility for 
the current “dis-ease” between the 
sexes as do men. 

The Men’s Clinic was born in 1986 


| after the psychologists fou 
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similar problems that stemmed from 
gender issues, and that men also had 
little Outside support in dealing with 
those problems. 


pain. She says men have a fear of 
appearing feminine and lack role 
models to show them how they 
should act in the '90s. 

Lander says when men do become 
depressed, they have no support. 
“They fall into this black hole and 
they just can’t see their way out.” 

They either don’t seek medical 
help or don’t get taken seriously 
when they do, says Nahon. And there 
are health risks, like men’s higher 
incidence of suicide, when they be- 
come socially isolated during a crisis. 

So where do the answers lie? 

Nahon and Lander say the end of 
gender warfare must begin with 
some serious mirror- gazing. 

The first step toward a long-lasting 
peace, they agree, is for each person 
to practise self

Nonetheless, Peirce presented 
more than platitudes.

not feminism or masculinism. Any- 
thing that’s going to be truly healthy 
for one gender is going to be healthy 
for both.” 

Shannon-Brady believes women 
have to heal themselves and take 
responsibility for themselves. “It's 
time to stop fostering the war be- 
tween the genders and get back to 
relationships between the genders. 
The process of being wounded as a 
human is very common for both 
genders.” 

One way men are wounded is by 
being treated without respect, says 
Lander, so women must be careful 
about having double standards in 
their behaviour towards men and 
quit male-bashing. 

“Instead of saying, ‘You hurt me, 
now I’m going to hurt you,’ you have 


~ on each other and that rural econ- 
-_omies can fuel urban economics,

to say, ‘What is my 50 percent and 
how can I make amends?”” she says. 

Keen says the very concepts of 
masculine and feminine should be 
scrapped because gender behav- 
iour is only “software” plugged into 
the hardware of the sexes. 

This software programs men to 
be heroes who won't or can’t let 
themselves feel _physical or emo- 
tional pain and it programs women 
to be innocents who can’t or won’t 
protect themselves, he believes. 

Instead of labelling certain virtues 
masculine or feminine, each person

must say “Who am I?” and “I've got to 
discover the grain of my own wood.” 

Once people figure out who 
they are and what they want as 
individuals, not just as men or 
women, they can get on with the 
business of achieving goals com- 
mon to both sexes. 

“We are at a crucial point in 
human history right now,” says 
Keen. “We have a moral obliga- 
tion to be happy together. There 
is so much work that needs to be 
done in the next generations in 
order for us to survive.” ©

he street corner cries have 

become a familiar sound in 
Edmonton (“Spare Change, 
Spare Changce.”) This isn’t the 
call of a panhandler, but rather 
a vendor of the popular street 
paper, Spare Change. 

The vendors havé sold Spare 
Change for over a year now. 
Those who purchase it quickly 
realize the paper is sold by peo- 
ple with low incomes, the 
unemployed, and the homeless, 
and that the paper presents arti- 
cles by and about these groups. 

Readers of Spare Change may 
have also noticed the content of 
the paper was originally geared 
toward Vancouver residents. 
This reflected Spare Change’s 
origins in Vancouver, where it 
was founded by social activist 
Michael McCarthy. 

McCarthy visited Edmonton 
last April to speak at a workshop 
sponsored by the Edmonton 
Social Planning Council, and 
brought the paper with him. 

It caught on immediately, and 
vendors began flocking to the 
Edmonton City Centre Church 
organization to pick up copies 
for distribution. Distribution 
reached about 5500 in Decem-

ber, 1993. 

However, the paper was still 
being written and published in 
Vancouver. Articles revolved 
around issues pertaining to that 
city, and phone numbers and 
addresses in its “Street Guide” 
were for Vancouver organiza- 
tions. 


Looking for local news 


“Vendors began wanting to 
hear about what was happening 
in Edmonton, not just Vancou- 
ver,” says Gord Poschwatta. 
Poschwatta is a local business- 
man who is the manager of the 
Edmonton version of Spare 
Change. 

Vendors began selling the Ed- 
monton-based issues of Spare 
Change in April 1994, now made 
available at the Casual Labor Of- 
fice in the Bissell Centre. 
Poschwatta claims that since the 
paper began publishing in Ed- 
monton, distribution has more 
than doubled to 12,000. 

The premier issue of Edmon- 
ton’s Spare Change featured 
personal experiences from re- 
covering drug users, a vendor 
profile, stories about such or- 
ganizations as the George Spady 
Centre and the Mustard Seed 








Food Bank, and other items of 
relevance to inner city residents. 
There were approximately fif- 
teen writers, along with some 
volunteer professionals who 
helped structure articles. 

Spare Change has also madea 
hit in Calgary, and the paper has 
begun accommodating its latest 
readership with some Calgary- 
based content. 

Although the paper carries the 
same name, the Vancouver pub- 
lication has no editorial control 
over Edmonton's Spare Change. 
However, Poschwatta says the 
Edmonton and Vancouver offic- 
es are still in contact. “We call 
them when we need advice, 
when we have policy questions. 
They are more experienced in 
terms of vending, so we call them 
when we hit a roadblock.” 

At this time, the paper is fully 
funded by the vendors who pur- 
chase the papers and then sell 
them for a negotiable price. The 
vendors keep the profit. The rea- 
sons for vending Spare Change 
are varied.

do not have enough money left 
over to buy a pair of boots when 
it gets cold, so they vend on the 
weekends. We’ve had vendors 
coming into the office proudly 
sporting their new boots!” says 
Poschwatta. 

Stephen Bates is a Spare 
Change vendor. A forty-some- 
thing unemployed mechanic, he 
has been vending since Febru- 
ary. He enjoys vending because 
he is “meeting a lot of people,” 
while learning marketable skills 
such as sales and public rela- 
tions. 


Every last cent 


Poschwatta feels that the read- 
ers are probably better off than 
the vendors. “They are basically 
people who are walking down 
the street and have some mon- 
ey. They want to help out by 
buying a paper. This usually 
implies that they have a home 
and don’t have to worry about 
every last cent.” 

Poschwatta concludes from a 
reader survey that most of Spare 
Change’s readers are, in fact, 
suburban, which makes the in- 
clusion of the feature entitled 
“Street Guide” all the more curi- 
ous.

the “Street Guide” includes a 
list of phone numbers and ad 
dresses for various se 
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ual changes in their lives. _ 





the Kid’s Help Line and the AIDS 
Hot-line are things that can af- 
fect any socioeconomic group. 

“Vendors are also sometimes 
asked by people on the street 
where they can go to get a meal 
or for shelter that night. In re- 
sponding, the vendors point to 
this section.” 


Asked about the future of 
Spare Change, Poschwatta laugh- 
ingly comments that he “would 
like every vendor to find a real 
job and have Spare Change fall 
flat on its nose! 

“That's the purpose -- to have 
Spare Change as a stepping stone 
to individuals who want to be- 
come free from welfare and 
poverty. With that freedom 
comes a sense of dignity.” 

Although so far there have 
been no dramatic success sto- 
ries of Spare Change vendors 
going on to greener pastures, 
Poschwatta says that Spare 
Change has been the catalyst for 
little steps toward life improve- 
ment. “They start with Spare 
Change, and see a series of grad-

Lois Simmie chronicles the lives 
of prairie eccentrics

ust a quick flip through the 
pages of Lois Simmie’s newest 
short story collection, Betty Lee 
Bonner Lives There (GreyStone, 165 
pp., $14.95), and one will find an 
eclectic assortment of characters: 
a man who believes God exists 
behind the counter at the local 
A&W, a woman in the process of 
running away with a drunken buf- 
foon and his cockatoo, a grown 
daughter struggling to deal with 
her aging mother's erratic behav- 
ior. Simmie’s characters are 
unique in their thoughts and be- 
havior, yet remain believable. 
Simmie, who has lived most of 
her life in Saskatoon, credits the 
creation of these characters with 
her Saskatchewan-based upbring- 
ing. “I was raised in a very small 
town, where the characters were so 
visible. They were part of the fabric 
of the town, and you accepted the 
fact that they were really different. 
“I guess it’s because when I was 
growing up there weren’t that 
many people to watch, so you get 
interested in people like that. 
They exist in the city, too, but you 
don’t get to know them as well. 
Actually, there are only a few sto- 
ries that deal with people who are 
“on the edge,’ so to speak. Most of 
them deal with real people.” 
The stories in Betty Lee Bonner 





"Stties There ace “kdlicdied from 


the mid-’80s to the early ‘90s. 
Each story not only varies in its 
characters, but in its subject mat- 
ter as well, creating “sort of 
a stew” as Simmie describes it. 
“I find it constricting when peo- 
ple write books or stories and feel 
as though they have to connect 
them thematically.” 


Dark comedy 


However, what many of the sto- 
ries have in common is that they 
are dark in subject matter like sui- 
cide, abuse and alcoholism, yet are 
penetrated by the comical quirks 
of their main characters, 

In addition to inspiring her 

Simmie also credits her 
life in Saskatchewan with becom- 
ing a writer at all. “I grew up with 
a longing for books because in 
the town where I grew up, the 
school that I went to was a one- 
room school and there just 
weren't 





know what happened I have taken 


Since coming from the prairies 
affected her writing to such a large 
extent, it comes as a surprise that 
several of the stories in Betty Lee 
Bonner Lives There take place in, 
or refer to, Victoria. “I lived in Vic- 
toria for a while,” Simmie explains, 
“and I’ve gone out there a couple 
of winters to write and get away 
from the cold weather.” 

Victoria proved to be a breeding 
place for her characters as well. 
“While I was there I noticed a lot of 
characters wandering around who 
were on the fringes and doing some 
interesting things.” 


The milky coast 


Victoria also represents in her 
writing the mythical land of milk 
and honey where prairie dwellers 
dream about living. “When I was 
growing up ina little dry, hot town 
in the late "30s, I would hear peo- 
ple talk about the coast. I found 
that a mythical place for me, where 
there was lots of water and flowers 
bloomed in the winter.” 

Regardless of where she writes, 
Simmie has always been prolific in 
crossing genre boundaries, having 
previously published the best-sell- 
ing novel They Sbouldn’t Make You 
Promise That, three collections of 
short stories, a radio drama for the 
CBC, five children’s books and a 
children’s play. 

“I started out with adult fiction - 
- short stories, and then a novel — 
and then I fell into writing for kids. 
It opened up a whole world for me 
of remembering everything I knew 
about being eight years old.” 

Simmie describes her favourite 
literary genre as the one she’s 
working in at any given moment, 
which right now is her first work 
of non-fiction. It is the story of 
North West Mounted Police offic- 
er John Wilson, who murdered 
his first wife in Scotland and mar- 
ried a Canadian woman. He was 
executed in 1920, becoming the 
first and only member of the 
Mounties to be tried or executed 
for a crime. “I saw this little his- 
torical pamphlet on the subject 
when I was working in a second- 
hand bookstore, and it was such a 
fascinating story that it just stuck 
with me,” she says of the subject 
matter, a departure from much of 
her previous work. 

She would like to see the book 
eventually made into a film, and 
even describes the book's struc- 
ture as film-like. “It’s a creative 
non-fiction book.

he Pitch: For people in the 

television industry, it’s like mix- 
ing work with Disneyland. Or it’s 
like being in the middle of a Fellini 
movie, except that other people like 
you and want you to do well. 

The Annual Banff Festival for 
Television (There have been 15 so 
far) wrapped up June 11 and there 
is good news on two fronts: for 
those of you interested in the local 
arts scene, you'll be comforted with 
the knowledge that our film indus- 
try is flourishing (But more on that 
later); for others with more base 
instincts, you will be keen to know 
that the Banff Festival is a cornuco- 
pia of boozing and schmoozing in 
the heart of the Rockies. 

Part of the festival’s mandate is to 
acknowledge television excellence 
from around the world, and that 
function was served with an awards 
banquet and presentation on the 
opening night. The highlight of the 
ceremony was William Shatner 
bounding up to the podium to ac- 
ceptan award for his body of workin 
TV. In his acceptance speech (in both 
English and French), Shatner told 
the crowd that Canadians made some 
of the best television programmes in 
the world and that it was time to 
“kick some American ass!” quote, 
unquote. Then it was off in his limo 
and warp five back to Los Angeles. 

Shatner’s quick departure left the 
stage for Hart Pomerantz (one-time 
writer for Woody Allen, present- 
day lawyer) to become the surprise 
hit of the festival. At the market 
simulation (Where selected dele- 
gates pitch to a crowd of producers 
and distributors), Pomerantz blew 
away ail competition with his con- 
cept for a show titled Stand Up 
Lawyer. As the audience was col- 
lecting theic breath from all the 
laughter, the head of Paragon of- 
fered Pomerantz a blank check to 
develop the show, while our own 
beloved CBC balked. 

“We would be more receptive if 
the lead were Canadian,” was the 
response of George Anthony, CBC's 
Creative Head for TV Arts. “Can we 
keep the American if we have ten or 
12 elk in every shot?” asked Pomer- 
antz, mockingly, yet somewhat 





earnestly. 

His retort was pointed. During 
The Canadian Conspiracy Seminar 
Friday morning, Pomerantz stated, 
“The CBC is not as interested in 
whether or not you're funny as they 
are concerned how well you can 
skate backwards.” 

Pomerantz seemed at ease knock- 
ing the network that gave him and 
Lorne Michaels their own show back 
in the early "70s. But he was only 
telling the truth about the darker 
side of an institution that has — over- 
all — served this nation well. If you 
don’t agree, I only have to mention 
two words to you: Material World. 

Pomerantz seemed nonchalant 
about all the attention and adula- 
tion. “I get the deal,.or I don’t. 
Either way, it’s back to my practice 
on Monday,” he said to me. 

Later that day there was a recep- 
tion put on by The Prairie Initiative 
to announce the title change of the 
Arvi Liimatainen film Strange And 
Rich (The film was originally titled 
Rich And Strange, but the distribut- 
er of the Hitchcock movie with the 
same name threatened to sue.). 
Strange And Rich’s producer, Glynis 
Whiting had just enough time to tell 
me that she was looking forward to 
producing a sitcom that is presently 
in development. Speaking of Lii- 
matainen, he was conspicuous in his 
absence. He was in production with 
another movie in Calgary. 

Another Edmonton producer 
strangely missing was-Geoff LeB- 
outillier of ToHavenTa Holdings 
(Aren’t I the name-dropper...). It 
turned out he was schmoozing with 
his Harvard buddies Al Gore and 
Tommy Lee Jones at the 25th anni- 
versary of the Class of 69. Geoff 
told me later that no one inhaled. 
How could I break it to him that he 
missed the better party? ToHaven- 
Ta was represented by Operations 
Manager Karen Redford, who was 
promoting a number of series pro- 
posals, most notably The National 
Ice Theatre’s production of A Mid- 
summer's Ice Dream. a Fringe hita 
couple of years ago. Norm Fass- 
bender and Kate Halowach were 
there to get funding for Prom Night 
of the Living Dead. CTV fellowship 








recipient David Campbell got a deal 
from SuperChannel for his script. 
The biggest disappointment was that 
the Television and Film Institute have 
only a lonely corner of the “Dele- 
gates Only” lounge to show off their 
computer database that links up writ- 
ers with producers. Considering the 
number of writers that are actually 
working in the industry as a result of 
the TFI, this is an organization that 
deserved a salon of their own. 

The hard working Alberta delega- 
tion was rewarded with one of Bruce 
Harvey's (Illusions Entertainment 
Corp) annual parties. After Yours 
Truly tapped two kegs, the control- 
led insanity began.

Ashtrays survive as artifacts in the ‘Just Say No’ ’90s

he °50s were the heyday of 

smoking. Cigarettes were 
cheap to buy, advertised on tel- 
evision, endorsed by celebrities 
and recommended by doctors. 
Smoking for women was sud- 
denly in vogue, you could light 
up virtually anywhere, the sur- 
geon general minded his own 
business, and political correct- 
ness was not even a glint in your 
grandchildren's eyes. 

And there were ashtrays all 
over the place -- in every home, 
elevator and doctor's office. 
Nowadays, health consciousness 
is all the rage and smoking is all 
but a felony. And the ashtray? 
Soon to have gone the way of 
the Victrola, pantaloons and 
marriage before sex. The ash- 
tray, once the prized result of 
every elementary school pottery 
lesson, may very well be dying 
as a cultural icon. 

To the rescue is a trio of Amer- 
ican ceramic artists, who have 
been carting around a 1951 Spar- 
tan trailer home packed with 
150 ceramic ashtrays, sporting 
the logo in art deco splendor, 
“The International Invitational 
Traveling Ashtray Exhibition.” 
The lengthy, ostentatious title

have am aspect of carny to it, 
which they follow through with 
cigarette butt souvenirs, and a 
spirit of pure, trashy fun. How- 
ever, not to forget that these 
three gentlemen, and the 150 
individuals they commissioned 











to design these monuments to 
that filthiest of habits, are seri- 
ous artists. 


Gary Greenberg, Tom Belden 
and Randy Schmidt, are all college 
art professors with full credentials, 
although they each still have some- 
thing of the class clown to them. 
They were, after all, most eager to 
premiere the exhibition at the 1993 
conference for the National Coun- 
cil on Education for the Ceramic 
Arts (NCECA). 

Besides having a name more in- 
flated than the title of the astray 
exhibit, the conference was slated to 
be held in California, a state which 
had just banned public smoking. 

The exhibition went on to be 
the most popular item at the con- 
ference. “There were non-smokers 
who'd refuse to go in,” recalls Tom 
Belden, “but people always came 
out with smiles.” In fact, there 
were lines around the block. 


The journey 


The ashtray exhibition’s appear- 
ance in Churchill Square at the Works 
Festival until July 6 will finally legit- 
imize its “international” tag. It came 
to Canada from the Arizona desert 
the hard way. The not-so-compact 
silver trailer home — never designed 
for long-distance travel was dragged 
through the Grand Canyon, through 
the Rocky Mountains, and past dum- 
founded border guards, while three 
grown men griped and grumbled in 
the cab of the truck which they'd just 




















purchased for the trip. The ashtray 
exhibit is an independent venture, 
bankrolled by the artists themselves, 
who sell little pieces of parapherna- 
lia, such as cigarette butt pins, 
earrings and cufflinks, to somewhat 
defray their costs. 

“Some people suggested we get 
corporate funding from cigarette 
companies,” remembers Green- 
berg, “but to completely represent 
the show, we'd have to get half 
our funding from cigarette com- 
panies, and the other half from 
the Cancer Foundation.” 


Butt-kicking 
controversy 


The show is resolutely “pro- 
choice.” Some items very strongly 
convey a smoker’s point of view, 
such as the Spartan’s tiny shower 
stall -- the one tiny spot in the 
exhibit where people are actually 
allowed to smoke -- pointedly 
dubbed the Environmentally Cor- 
rect Smoking Chamber; while 
others very strongly convey an anti- 
smoking message, such as one 
ashtray adorned with lung cancer 
horror stories. “We didn’t take any 


-stand with the show,” says Belden. 


“Artists individually took stands, 
but that was their own choice. We 
told them, just make an ashtray.” 

A Jot of the exhibition is just 
funny. Or simply absurd. There is a 
poster of a younger Ronald Reagan 
endorsing Chesterfields. The bath- 
room in the trailer is littered with 
cigarette butts: the non-smoker’s 
nightmare vision of the other side. 
Someone has to come back several 
times to catch every detail and nu- 
ance of the exhibit. 

“The show works on many lev- 
els,” says Belden. 

The trailer itself, which took six 
months of hunting around to lo- 
cate is a special feature of the show. 
“It’s a real California gallery,” says 
Belden. “In California, everything 
is mobile.” It is an authentic post- 
war trailer home -- “the Cadillac of 
trailer homes,” says Belden -- per- 
fectly in keeping with the 50s motif 
of the exhibition. 

“It’s a tank,” says Belden, recall- 
ing its history -- it was built by the 
Spartan Aircraft company, who be- 
gan making them after World War 
Two. It was still liveable when 
they found it. “Some old guys will 
come to the show and go, ‘Wow, is 
that a Spartan?’” 

There has even beena selection 
of “smoking music” playing dur- 

ing the show, such as Patsy Cline 
“Three Cigarettes inan

assume the majesty of cartoon when 
on display is a 150 ashtrays. “It's a 
big title for one of the lowliest 
objects,” notes Greenberg. 


Highgrade tobacco, 
low grade humor 


Ashtrays have a long history of 
being at the bottom of the artistic 
totem pole, especially in the realm of 
ceramics. An ashtray is a failed pot, 
the embarrassment ofa good potter, 
hardly meant to take centre stage —at 
feast in serious art circles. 

Non-seriousness is definitely an in- 
spiration for this trio. Schmidt, in a 
press release for his own Works exhibit 
(each of the artists has their own per- 
sonal Works exhibit), cites humor as 
his main tooi to communicate what he 
finds painful or profound. 

“Three college professors, to 
amuse themselves, invent a nonsen- 
sical show,” says Schmidt. 

“We're having a ball with this,” 
says Belden. 









their talent, the artists have also 
afforded their curators a lot of trust, 
haven given them free reign with 
their creations. “People don’t know 
when, or if they'll see the pieces 
again — they might go over a cliff.” 

Another artistic faux pas is that 
the curators have included their 
own contributions in the exhibi- 
tion they are curating. “It’s 
considered bad form and bad taste,” 
says Greenberg. “We’re all for that.” 

In that vein the next project this 
trio -- who, despite too many long 
days cramped in the cab of a truck, 
would enjoy the prospect of work- 
ing together again ~ plan to do an 
exhibit of refrigerator magnets, this 
time in conjunction with an art 
professor from Red Deer College. 
Tentatively they're thinking of call- 
ing it “Magnetic North, Magnetic 
Attraction.” (tongues held firmly in 
cheek). “It’s so low on the aesthetic 
totem pole, we'll probably getsome 
really incredible stuff.”

or those people out there 

that have missed the last three 
years of The 11:02 Show, there is 
little need to fret. On the Canada 
Day Weekend The 11:02 Show, 
a.k.a. The Shmeeb Show (Not to be 
confused with The Tit Show), will 
have a 90-minute anthology revue. 

It will be a “best of” show from 
the local comedy sketch troupe, 
and they even promise to deliver 
the now famous “Loverboy” skit. 

While 11:02 performs once a 
month, the rest of the 29 or so days 
are devoted writing and perform- 
ing the show. The writers gatheron 
the first Wednesday after perform- 
ance and bring in either complete 
sketches for the group's approval 
oracomic premise is kicked around 
the table. 

“A few of us took a look at Rapid 
Fire and saw some really compe- 
tent performers. We got together 
and decided to do scripted sketch- 
es,” said troupe member Steve Pirot. 
“There really wasn’t a lot of struc- 
ture to our sketches the first year. 
We found ourselves repeating 
sketches all the time and there was 
no selection process in terms of 
who was going to be on stage and 
what was going to be used. Things 
then pared down and we became 
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much more efficient as both actors 
and writers. People come and go as 
time goes by, but it’s become a 
more organized process.” Pirot 
ought to know: he’s been there 
since the show's inception. 

A stage manager knocks on the 
door, pokes her head in and an- 
nounces, “Fifteen minutes until 
curtain.” Writer/performer Michele 
Dyck reacts to the news by pulling 
the blanket that covers her, up clos- 
er to her face. As she sprawls outon 
the couch in the green room, 
Michele looks more ready for an 
afternoon of torrid soaps than de- 
livering comedy. An actress 
prepares. If we could dig Stanis- 
lowski from his grave and channel 
our entire medical knowledge into 
bringing him back to life, he would 
clutch his heart and flop dead on 
the ground if he could gawk at this 
scenario. But to Dyck’s credit -- 
and to everyone else, for that mat- 
ter -- she delivers. I reckon what 
makes them so loose makes them 
funny as well. 

While a number of 11:02’s mem- 
bers have a connection with Rapid 
Fire Theatre and Theatre Sports, 
there are differences and elements 
of distance between the two com- 
panies. “The difference between 
improv and sketch comedy is dy- 
namic,” offers Dyck. “It’s an entirely 
different atmosphere. Rapid Fire 
has a mandate to teach, develope 
and showcase improv comedy.”

M elding the creative talents 
of the theatre scene, the 
Elizabeth Sterling Haynes Awards, 
on Monday, June 20 at the May- 
field Inn, proved beyond a doubt 
that the revised Sterling concept 
is for the better. 

“In this sibling-like theatre com- 
munity, we have to be able to 
laugh at ourselves. The show real- 
ly reflected that.” said Jeff Haslam, 
actor and chair of the newly re- 
vised committee. 

Droll Stewart Lemoine as 
script consultant and director 
Ruth Smillie treated the Edmon- 
ton theatre community, attired 
in everything from sequins to 
sarongs, to an evening of silly 
seriousness. The hosts, (actress- 
singer Cathy Derkach, Citadel 
Theatre’s Director of Festivals 
Stephen Heatley) and their mul- 
tiple wardrobes set the mood of 
wit, charm and energy. 

The few brief sober moments 
were the Outstanding Contribu- 
tion to Theatre in Edmonton 
award, presented to the Walterd- 
ale Theatre after a _ brief 
retrospective, and a slide memo- 
rial acknowleding Earl Klein and 
Murray McCune, now absent from 
the community. 

The show featured music by the 





Tommy Banks Trio and included 
highlights from Outstanding Pro- 
duction of a Musical nominees, 
Frankenstein (Leave it to Jane), 
Oliver! (Citadel), Rapid Fire The- 
atre’s Jobnny Drops Out: A Rock 
and Roll Musical; and the Ster- 
ling overlooked Afta’ Nafta 
Cabaret (Catalyst Theatre). 

After an embarrassing near shut- 
out in '92, the Citadel Theatre 
picked up the Outstanding Pro- 
duction of a Musical for Oliver! 
and gathered half of its 10 noina- 
tions in the grand artistic awards 
like the Oustanding Production 
of a Play category for Cyrano de 
Bergerac and Outstanding Per- 
formance by an Actor in a Leading 
Role award to Brent Carver in the 
same production. 

With 14 nominations, the Phoe- 
nix Theatre nabbed the production 
awards. Jim Guedo and Doug Black- 
ley received Sterlings for 
Outstanding Set Design and Out- 
standing Soundscape, respectively, 
the Phoenix season's success story, 
M. Butterfly. 

Jill Dyck had been nominated for 
the first time in the Outstanding 
Performance by an Actress in a Lead- 
ing Role category in 1987 at the 
very first Sterling awards. On’ Mon- 
day, Dyck embraced the award for 
her work in Northern Light Thea- 
tre's Women Beware Women. 

With the newly revised two separate 
juries and a secret four-point ballot 
system, the chosen nominees repre- 
sent the entire theatre community.

hat’s a nice girl like you

and finding a whole new reality,” 
he explains. I think of a situation 
when I was a little four-year-old 
kid playing in a sandbox.

In keeping with the grass roots 
approach to this project, Skelton 
and cast/crew (Raul Tome, Manon 
Beaudoin, John Kirkpatrick, Bob- 
bi Westman, Dave Clarke, Colleen 
Tillotson, Kelly Towle, Carolyn 
Habetler, Eileen Sproule and Scott 
Peters) set out to interview peo- 
ple in the area to discover what 
their idea of paradise was. Every- 
one from business types to the 
homeless shared their vision, all 
of which has been filtered into 
the current production. “One 
homeless fellow said his idea of 
paradise was not to die,” recounts 
Skelton. “It puts a new perspec- 
tive on a lot of things when you 
talk to these people.” 

Skelton is a designer and he 
found the alley to be a challenge 
to his and the performers’ abili- 
ties. Not only is it an interesting 
looking space, but the people

and things passing through the 
environment place unique 
demands on the space not found 
in a traditional theatre setting.

| know this goes against popular 
opinion, but | feel it must be said 
that Kevin Costner cannot act. He 
never has been able to. He never 
will be able to. 

If you are not familiar with the 
tales of Dodge City, Tombstone, and 
the showdown at the O.K. Corral, 
Wyatt Earp is the true story of an 
1850s frontier man who goes from a 
naive lawyer hopeful to a drunken 
horse thief to a head-bashing lawman 
who effectively tames the wild west. 
This story has been done many times 
over, most recently six months ago 
with the release of Tombstone. 

This recent version of the Earp tale 
offers nothing new except for the ad- 
dition of a few intolerably sappy love 
scenes. One thing to its credit is a 
star-studded cast featuring the above 
mentioned (but truly unmentionable) 
Costner, Dennis Quaid, Gene 
Hackman, and Isabella Rossellini. 

Credit must be given to Quaid 
for his fantastic portrayal of the tu- 
bercular Doc Holliday. Quaid, a true 
character actor, lost 59 pounds off 
his already emaciated frame to play 
this role. Gene Hackman’s preachy 
delivery was corny. Characteriza- 
tions by Rosellini and Harmon were 
presented, evoked interest, then just 
seemed to suddenly disappear off 
the face of the earth. The storyline is 








obviously another ego trip for Costner 
since the more interesting charac- 
ters are never given a chance to 
develop. 

The movie is long one and at times 
tedious, with Costner muddlling and 
bumbling during the first hour, playing 
the naive Earp in Rain Man fashion. 
Watching him recite each line as if he 
was ... reading ... directly ... from ... a... 
TelePrompTer was annoying. 

Although this movie was supposed 
to highlight the metamorphosis of a 
maturing Earp, the change, although 
explicitly obvious, was hardly logical. 
The extreme length of the film allows 
the viewer a chance to spot out all the 
filming faux pas’. My favorite was the 
saloon scene, shot in front of an air 
conditioning vent. 

If you like westerns and are inter- 
ested in the tale of Wyatt Earp, | 
suggest you save yourself a couple 
hours as well as some frustration and 
rentthe faster-paced Tombstone. This 
pistol packin’ mama gives Wyatt Earp 
three bullets out of six.

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takes to make it big on the surf circuit 
and gives a new meaning to the term 
thrill seeking.
